New study links extra poundage to sexual problems 


LONDON Scientists say being fat can be bad for the bedroom, especially if 
you're a woman. 

In a new study, European researchers found obese women had more 
trouble finding a sexual partner than their normal-weight counterparts, 
though the same wasn’t true for obese men, and were four times as like- 
ly to have an unplanned pregnancy. Fat men also reported a higher rate 
of erectile dysfunction. 

Experts interviewed more than 12,000 French men and women ages 
18 to 69 about their sexual experiences and analyzed the results based on 
their Body Mass Index. 

Obese women were 30 percent less likely than normal-weight women to 
have had a sexual partner in the past year. In comparison, there was little 
difference among obese men and normal-weight men as to whether they 
found a sexual partner. 

The results were published Wednesday in the medical journal BMJ. The aS.

Americans have become just as dissatisfied with President 
Obama’s work on the Gulf oil spill as they were with his pre- 
decessor’s handling of Hurricane Katrina, according to an 
Associated Press-GfK poll released Tuesday. 

The catastrophe appears not to have taken a toll on how 
Americans view the president overall. Obama’s approval rat- 
ing remained steady in the poll, and he is more popular than 
President George W. Bush was two months after the hurri- 
cane. (Obama’s overall job performance rating stands at 50 
percent). 

Most Americans are angry about the government’s slow 
response, the poll finds, with 54 percent saying they had 
strong feelings about the bureaucracy’s reaction.

Blago team fires back 


Ex-governor’s attorney hammers key government witness

Rod Blagojevich’s defense attorney tore 
into a key government witness’ credibility 
Tuesday, repeatedly accusing him of lying 
about the ousted Illinois governor’s role 
in alleged corruption in hopes of secur- 
ing a more lenient sentence for his own 
prison stay. 

In his second day of a relentless cross- 
examination, defense attorney Sam Adam 
Jr. forced former Blagojevich chief of staff 
Alonzo Monk to admit he could remember 
few details of the alleged schemes that he 
had earlier said were outlined on a black- 
board at a meeting of the ousted governor’s 
inner circle. 

Though Monk appeared shaken and dis- 
oriented at times, and often said he could 
not remember, he did not backtrack on any 
significant part of his earlier testimony. 

At one point, Adam challenged Monk to 


name even one of the alleged moneymak- 
ing schemes at the heart of the racketeer- 
ing charge against the former governor. 

“Tell us the name of it!” Adam thundered 
as he asked about the first of the plans Monk 
had testified were written on the board at a 
summer 2003 meeting of insiders. 

“T can’t,” Monk said, a tone of fatigue 
and resignation in his voice. 

“You said there was a figure next to it— 
tell us the figure next to it,” Adam said. 

“T can’t recall,” Monk said. 

Hammering at him, Adam said, “You 
were starting to commit crimes that would 
get you 20 years in the penitentiary and you 
can’t remember the first one?” 

“They were ideas,” Monk said. At anoth- 
er point, he said: “These were just concepts 
and ideas—there wasn’t any specificity.” 

Adam fired question after question at 
Monk, pacing, shaking his hand in the air 


and raising his voice. Monk, a former law 
school roommate and longtime friend of 
Blagojevich, has pleaded guilty to plotting 
to pressure a racetrack owner for campaign 
donations. He is testifying in hopes of get- 
ting a lighter sentence. 

The ousted governor has pleaded not 
guilty to charges that he schemed to get 
a massive payoff—a hefty campaign con- 
tribution or a high paying job—in return 
for an appointment to the U.S. Senate 
seat that President Obama left following 
his November 2008 election. Blagojevich 
also has pleaded not guilty to plotting to 
launch a racketeering scheme in the gov- 
ernor’s office. 

His brother, Robert Blagojevich, 54, of 
Nashville, Tenn., has pleaded not guilty to 
taking part in a plot to sell or trade the Sen- 
ate seat and scheming to pressure the race- 
track owner for the donation.

Attendant

A flight attendant who has a pilot’s license 
replaced an ill first officer during a landing 
at O’Hare, officials said Tuesday. 

The co-pilot of an American Airlines 
plane that departed San Francisco on 
Monday fell sick en route to Chicago, said 
American spokeswoman Mary Frances 
Fagan. 

“He was unable to continue his duties 
and he moved to the passenger cabin,” 
Fagan said, adding that the flight’s captain 
checked to see whether any off-duty airline 
pilots were on board the flight. 

A female flight attendant advised the 
captain that she is a commercial pilot and 
the captain asked her to sit in the right- 
hand seat in the cockpit, Fagan said. 

“The flight attendant became the first 
officer on landing,” she said. “The cockpit 
crew did an outstanding job handling the 
situation.” 

The flight attendant helped the captain 
by reading off a checklist of procedures and 
handling other tasks, in addition to pro- 
viding a second set of eyes in the cockpit, 
Fagan said. 

The plane, a Boeing 767 with 225 passen- 
gers and seven crew members on board, ar- 
rived at O’Hare at 4:24 p.m. Monday. The 
landing was normal, officials said. 

The condition of the ill first officer was 
not serious, officials said. He was met on 
the ground at O’Hare by paramedics and 
transported to a local hospital, where he 
was treated and released. 

The first officer was based in Chicago. 
He was resting Tuesday, officials said.

Chicago police said Tuesday that 
they arrested 19 people as part of 
drug enterprises that operated in 
Lawndale. 

Police said they “dismantled” two 
separate open-air drug markets that 
were run by gangs to sell crack co- 
caine, heroin and marijuana on the 
West Side. 

The five-month operation began 
Jan. 13, after community residents 
told police they were concerned 
about a “steady stream” of drug ac- 
tivity near schools and homes, po- 
lice said. 

Officials said one of the drug 
selling locations was on 16th Street 
between Christiana and Homan av- 
enues. 

A second operation was run 
out of two homes on the 1500 
block of South Homan Avenue and 
another home on the 1500 block 
of South Christiana Avenue, police 
said. 

Of the 19 people arrested, most 
were charged with delivery of a con- 
trolled substance and criminal drug 
conspiracy. 

One man, Alonzo Calhoun, 32, 
was charged with possession and un- 
lawful use of a weapon by felon. Po- 
lice found him at a home on the 1500 
block of South Christiana Avenue 
with drugs and a sawed-off shot gun, 
officials said.

Clues could have led 
to Fox suspect sooner

Authorities admit they missed 
several clues that could have led 
them to Scott Wayne Eby in the 
days after 3-year-old Riley Fox 
was abducted, sexually assaulted 
and murdered in 2004. 

Among those clues was a pair 
of shoes found in the Wilming- 
ton creek where Riley’s body was 
found. Written inside each shoe was Eby’s last name, re- 
cords show. 

Police placed the shoes in evidence but focused their 
investigation on Riley’s father, Kevin, against whom they 
eventually sought the death penalty. 

DNA evidence excluded Fox after he spent eight 
months in jail, but authorities didn’t declare him in- 
nocent until last month, when Eby allegedly confessed 
to the crime and a partial DNA sample from the crime 


former Lt. Jon Burge. 


scene matched him. 

Eby, 38, was charged May 27 with first-degree murder 
and predatory sexual assault of a child. He’s accused of 
plucking a sleeping Riley from a living room couch at 
her family’s Wilmington home on June 6, 2004, sexually 
assaulting her, binding her with duct tape and drowning 
her in a nearby creek. 

“Looking at all of the information that we now have 
about Eby, he could have been apprehended the day after 
the murder, and he probably would have confessed,” said 
attorney Kathleen Zellner, who arranged the DNA test- 
ing that freed Kevin Fox. 

She went on to win an $8 million federal civil court 
judgment on behalf of him and Riley’s mother, Me- 
lissa. 

Zellner also said police failed to search a forest pre- 
serve bathroom near the creek. Eby confessed to sexu- 
ally assaulting Riley in that bathroom and disposing of 
her underpants in a nearby garbage can, she said.

Rescued 
sailor, 16, 
defends 
parents 


The 16-year-old California girl whose 

dream of sailing solo around the world was 
dashed by a massive wave that snapped her mast 
says she still loves sailing and hopes one day to 
circumnavigate the globe. 

In an exclusive interview Tuesday with The As- 
sociated Press, Abby Sunderland also defended 
her parents, who have come under fierce criti- 
cism since the young sailor hit three-story-high 
waves Thursday in the Indian Ocean. 

The accident triggered a tense, 20-hour-long 
maritime search over the dangerous Southern 
Ocean and her eventual rescue by a French fish- 
ing boat. 

Sunderland acknowledged that her adventure 
“can look pretty crazy. But the thing is, those 
people don’t know me. And if they did, they 
wouldn't be criticizing my age.” 

She spoke by phone from the remote Ker- 
guelen Islands, near Antarctica, where her rescue 
boat stopped briefly Tuesday en route to Reunion 
Island and a true reunion with her family. 

“I think that a lot of people are judging me by 
the standards they have for their teens and other 
teens that they know ... and thinking ‘She’s ex- 
actly like them,’ ” Sunderland said. “They don’t 
understand that I’ve sailed my whole life and I do 
know what I’m doing out there.” 


U.S. man stopped

PESHAWAR, Pakistan An American armed 

with a pistol and a 40-inch sword was de- 
tained in northern Pakistan and told investiga- 
tors he was on a solo mission to kill Osama bin 
Laden, a police officer said Tuesday. 

The man, identified as a 52-year-old Califor- 
nian construction worker, said he wanted to 
cross over into the nearby Afghan province of 
Nuristan because he had “heard bin Laden was 
living there,” according to officer Mumtaz Ah- 
mad Khan. 

“We initially laughed when he told us that he 
wanted to kill Osama bin Laden,” Khan said. But 
he said when officers seized the pistol, the sword, 
a dagger and night-vision equipment, “our suspi- 
cion grew.”

are not using it as directed by their 

physician. Dr. Craig states, “If you are not 
using the CPAP as directed your Sleep Apnea is 
not treated”. You are probably still experiencing 
symptoms, still driving drowsy and still at risk for 
cardiovascular complications and other health 
problems. You don’t have to feel this way! 

Over time people accept that they feel tired and 
cannot function well due to their fatigue. They don’t 
know any different and they figure that’s just the 
way they are. If you ask them they might say they 
are fine. They come in because a bed partner 
couldn’t stand their snoring anymore and they 
refuse to wear the CPAP.

Scott was treated successfully with the oral appliance 
and with CPAP, but he prefers the oral appliance. 


Melaney, the Clinical Director of Midwest Dental 
Sleep Center states, “After being treated with the 
oral appliance our patients tell us they did not 
realize just how exhausted they had been”. She 
recalls a story where a patient’s dog ate their 
appliance and it had to be sent back to the lab to 
get repaired.

I’m trying to name all the performances that will take 
place at Rogers Park’s new entertainment spot Mayne 
Stage (1328 W. Morse Ave. 773-381-4554): jazz, rock, 
country, bluegrass, Dixieland, cabaret, comedy, theater ... 
Denise McGowan Tracy, Mayne Stage’s booking agent, 
adds classical and world music. She quips, “Have we 
pretty much covered everything that’s played anywhere?”

30 years ago, ‘Brothers’ were on a movie mission 


Chicago Tribune 
John Belushi walked into Jane Byrne’s of- 
fice, sweat beading on his forehead. Dan 
Aykroyd waited outside the door. He gave 
Belushi, a Wheaton native, the breathing 
room to appeal to the mayor local boy to 
local girl. 

Belushi and Aykroyd wanted to shoot a 
movie in Chicago, but, as everyone knew,

Chicago government wasn't especially amenable to movie production. There wasn’t an 


official policy or anything. Movies did shoot here. The cooperation needed for a large- 
scale Hollywood production—the kind Belushi, Aykroyd and director John Landis had 
in mind, only bigger—was out of the question. It had been so for years. 


It was 1979 and Byrne had just started her 
term. Mayor Richard J. Daley, the reason 
movie studios usually didn’t consider Chicago 
a viable location, had died three years earlier. 
Byrne, now 76, remembered Belushi “looked 
kind of fat, a sweaty guy already, but he wore a 
suit jacket and I thought he looked sick, to be 
honest. To the point that his hair was getting 
wet. I was a fan of his. But of course, I wasn’t 
going to say this right away.” 

So, for a laugh, she let him drown. She 
thought it would be funnier if she “acted like the 
first Daley, nodding like Buddha.” 

“I know how Chicago feels about movies,” 
the comedian said to the mayor. Byrne nod- 
ded. So, Belushi said, the studio would like to 
donate some money to Chicago orphanages in 
lieu of throwing a big expensive premiere. How 
much money, she asked. He said $200,000. 
She nodded again. 

‘And so he kept talking,” Byrne recalled. 
“Finally I just said ‘Fine.’ But he kept going. So 
again I said, ‘Look, I said fine.’ He said, “Wait. 


We also want to drive a car through the lobby 
of Daley Plaza. Right though the window’ I 
remember what was in my mind as he said it. I 
had the whole rth Ward against me anyway, and 
most of Daley’s people against me. They owned 
this city for years, so when Belushi asked me to 
drive a car through Daley Plaza, the only thing I 
could say was ‘Be my guest!’ He said, “We'll have 
it like new by the morning.’ I said, ‘Look, I told 
you yes.’ And that’s how they got my blessing.” 

On June 16, 1980, 30 years ago today, “The 
Blues Brothers” premiered, more or less making 
Chicago a regular location for movie production. 

“T still hear from people who say they were 9 
but they were in the background of this or that 
scene,” Aykroyd said. “And you know what I tell 
people? You know the four stars on the Chicago 
flag? I tell them the stars represent the Chicago 
fire, the city’s founding, the first Daley and “The 
Blues Brothers.’”

CHECKING IN WITH AYKROYD 


John Belushi spent his early years on Walton Street in 
Humboldt Park before moving to Wheaton. But Dan Ayk- 
royd (left), who grew up in Ottawa, Canada, has something 
of a leading role in Chicago cultural history as well. For 
the 30th anniversary of “The Blues Brothers,” in which he 
played stoic Elwood Blues to Belushi’s Jake Blues—broth- 
ers on the run from Nazis, the police, rednecks, the mili- 
Aykroyd about his connections with the city.

On Chicago: 

“Chicago looks as good as Paris the way [direc- 
tor John Landis] treated the architecture and 
drawbridges and the grit of some of the facto- 
ries on the South Side. ... Certainly Chicago was 
this known cultural entity. In Europe, they know 
Capone and the blues and the architecture, so | 
think the city was already famous, of course, but 
what we did was enhance its beauty while pok- 
ing fun at its institutions. But it was John Landis’ 
picture. It wasn’t perfect, but to this day if you 
have someone who has never been to America 
before, [that film] might provide them a lot.” 


Elwood Blues lived at 
the Plymouth Hotel, 

16 S. Van Buren St., which 
now is a park. 


On filming: 

“There was a legacy there, | think. ‘Call 
Northside 777, with Jimmy Stewart. 
That was a big picture. | don’t know. 
I’m not a cinephile. I’m a working ac- 
tor. Let us remember, though, that 
while ‘Blues Brothers’ was shooting, 
Steve McQueen was making ‘The 
Hunter. They drove a car off the 
[Marina Towers], and | remember 
we stopped our own unit to watch. 
We were being towed around Lower 
Wacker in the Blues Mobile.” 


On the Blues Bar: 

“1 fell in love with Chicago and loved being 

a resident. | explored the blues culture and 
would go to Checker Board Lounge and blues 
clubs on Halsted. | absorbed the culture. And 
at that time there was this bar on Wells, near 
Second City and the Old Town Ale House. It was 
yellow and had been one of the few houses 

to survive the big fire. So when we came out 
to make the movie, we found the lease on the 
place was up. So John and | took the lease and 
basically opened this [unlicensed] tavern. We 
would come to drink when we had time off.” 


The Triple Rock Church in the film actually was 
Pilgrim Baptist Church of South Chicago, 3235 E. 91st St., which still is used. 
Here’s the exterior and interior, real and in the movie. 


The building that became 
Ray’s Music Exchange in the 
film now is Shelly’s Loan & 
Jewelry Co., 300 E. 47th St. 


The Dixie Square Mall in 
Harvey was used as the site 
of an indoor car chase. The 
mall now is closed. 


On dating: 

“The production had bought so many 
Chicago police cars, | had my own. | 
remember | picked up this girl, this bal- 
lerina from the Lyric Opera, | took her on 
a double date with one of the producers. 
| pulled up in front of the Pump Room in 
my Chicago police car and just handed 
them the keys. | was 27 years old and it 
was a wonderful time, and | had no idea 
what was ahead of me. And of course | 
was so fortunate to have known John 
[Belushi] during those eight years.”
